call, and with that many they 
can switch crews when one gets 
tired. 


EVERY MAN on the volun- 


teer force learns to do every 
job, the chief noted. "You never 
know who's going to come when 
the alarm sounds." he explains, 
and so every man must be able 
to fill in at any post. 


Buffalo 
Grove's 
volunteers 


work in companies, which is un- 
usual for a volunteer group. 
"Its difficult to train every man 
in every phase of fire work 
when you only have him for 
four or five hours a week," he 
says, "and so we split the re- 
sponsibility in half." 


The chief admits the volun- 


teers must enjoy their work. 
Eight of the men have quit oth- 
er jobs to become full-time fire- 
men in surrounding towns such 
as Skokie and Deerfield. 


"I can tell in a month if a 


volunteer will work out," he 
says, "It's one thing to drag a 
hose around and chop down 
doors, its another to train in the 
rain and cold and come back 
for more."

State Will Let Bids 
On Route 83 Widening 


Like a long-lost piece of a jigsaw puzzle, another fragment of 


a bewildering set of construction jobs has emerged to help clarify 
the picture of roadways around Mount Prospect. 


The Illinois Division of Highways has confirmed that it will 


let bids April 11 for the widening of Route 83 from Golf Road to 
the Illinois Tollway. 


Construction on the project is 


expected to take place this sum- 
mer with final completion ex- 
pected in the later part of 1970. 


WITH THE letting of state 


bids on the project, the end of 
the line seems to be at hand for 
a series of flip flops over re- 
sponsibility for the roadway. 


In February, 1967, a spokes- 


man for Cook County Highways 
Department 
said his depart- 


ment would initiate widening of 
the stretch of road with con- 
struction "to begin this year." 


In March of 1967 the construc- 


tion was expected to begin the 
following summer. 


Responsibility for the project 


was then shifted from the coun- 
ty offices to the State Division 
of Highways and additional de- 
lays occurred. 


Although road construction at 


the south end of Mount Prospect 
has been feverish 
for some 


time, the original job promised 
in 1967 remains uncompleted.

conditions there they later de- 
cided the west side would be 
better.

TO LET BIDS 
ON ROUTE 83 


Like a long-lost piece of a jigsaw puzzle, another fragment of 


a bewildering set of construction jobs has emerged to help clarify 
the picture of roadways around Mount Prospect. 


The Illinois Division of Highways has confirmed that it will 


let bids April 11 for the widening of Route 83 from Golf Road to 
the Illinois Tollway. 


Construction on the project is 


expected to take place this sum- 
mer with final completion ex- 
pected in the later part of 1970. 


WITH THE letting of state 


bids on the project, the end of 
the line seems to be at hand for 
a series of flip flops over re- 
sponsibility for the roadway. 


In February, 1967, a spokes- 


man for Cook County Highways 
Department 
said his depart- 


ment would initiate widening of 
the stretch of road with con- 
struction "to begin this year." 


In March of 1967 the construc-

Like a long-lost piece of a jigsaw puzzle, another fragment of 


a bewildering set of construction jobs has emerged to help clarify 
the picture of roadways around Mount Prospect. 


The Illinois Division of Highways has confirmed that it will 


let bids April 11 for the widening of Route 83 from Golf Road to 
the Illinois Tollway. 


Construction on the project is 


expected to take place this sum- 
mer with final completion ex- 
pected in the later part of 1970. 


WITH THE letting of state 


bids on the project, the end of 
the line seems to be at hand for j 
a series of flip flops over re- 
sponsibility for the roadway. 


In February, 1967, a spokes- 


man for Cook County Highways 
Department 
said his depart- 


ment would initiate widening of 
the stretch of road with con- 
struction "to begin this year." 


In March of 1967 the construc- 


tion was expected to begin the 
following summer. 


Responsibility for the project 


was then shifted from the coun- 
ty offices to the State Division 
of Highways and additional de- 
lays occurred. 


Although road construction at 


the south end of Mount Prospect 
has been feverish for some 
time, the. original job promised 
in 1967 remains uncompleted. 


DISPUTES OVER the con- 


struction of median strips on 
Route 83 in Elk Grove Village 
caused further delays while the

construction, motorists probably
